System Wi thi n a System 


When Americans talk 
abou t 
their “ two- 
perty system," they mean the straight-ou t 
division between the Democratic and Repu b­ 
lican parties that gives voters the option of 
throwing rascals in and ou t of political power. 
Bu t this is only the ou tward appearance of 
the two party system. 


Within each party there is a fu rther divi­ 
sion of political opinion. 
Intraparty 
differ­ 
ences £ re commonly deeper and more hotly 
contested than the differences between the 
two parties. The stru ggle for intraparty su ­ 
premacy is endless and bitter. 


Even within individu als there is this same 
(Jlvisive 
impu lse at 
work . 
Conservatives 
sometimes are tempted to *ak e the progres­ 
sive side. Radicals are tempted to stand pat. 
There is, indeed, nothing more stand-pattish 
t£ an a radical who becomes doctrinaire and 
tries to impose his views on all others. 


THIS IS ALL part of the two-party system 
i n 
America. It is not a charter for Demo­ 
crats and Repu blicans bu t a charter for dif­ 
ferences of opinion. 
'One oi these differences is the issu e for an 
early showdown in Congress this year: Can 
the views of northern liberals be imposed on 
sou thern reactionaries? 


In tne Senate, this is the issu e over the 
filibu ster. As long as sou thern reactionaries 
can u se the right of u nlimited debate, they 
can ta'k to death any move to enact civil 
rights laws they do not want. 


In the Hou se, it’s the issu e of break ing the 
stranglehold of sou thern reactionaries on the 
Ru les Committee, which decides what pro­ 
posals shall reach the floor for voting and 
wvJiat proposals shall be pigeonholed. 
This aivision between conservatives and 
progressives — in some instances between 


reactionaries and radicals 
— is part of the 
two-party system. Althou gh it u su ally is pre­ 
sented as defiance of the system, the right 
to talk legislative proposals to death is one 
way of preserving the system. 
Otherwise 
sou thern Democrats wou ld be forced ou t of 
the Democratic party; their m arriage of con­ 
venience to liberals wou ld be brok en u p on 
the rock s of their differences on the civil 
rights issu e. 


Similarly, in the Hou se, the legislative pre­ 
rogative of a few 
reactionary 
committee 
chairman to sit on proposals hatefu l to them 
is part of the two-party system. 


HENCE, Repu blicans 
join Democrats in 
gu arding it, ju st as other Repu blicans join 
other Democrats in attack ing it. There is a 
deep and honest difference of opinion. 


Until last Nov. 8, it seemed lik ely that the 
sou thern viewpoint among Democrats in both 
the Senate and Hou se was destined to lose 
strength 
becau se the Sou th 
seemed to be 
declining in political influ ence. 
Bu t after 
Nov 8, Democrats realized what had been 
grimly evident to Repu blicans. 


Withou t its strength in the Deep Sou th, the 
Democratic p art/ w ou l d no longer be a 
formidable rival. 
Never did the Democratic party have to 
rely m ore heavily on its sou thern fraction 
to back u p its strength in the machine-bossed 
cities of the North. 
This is not lik ely 
to be the year when 
Democrats will do anything drastic to redu ce 
their sou thern fraction’s jealou sly gu arded 
power. The filibu ster will be preserved in the 
Senate. So will the power of the Hou se Ru les 
Committee to stifle legislative proposals u nder 
its u ltra-conservative chairman, 
the Hon. 
Howard W. Smith of Virginia. 


A Speci al Ki nd of Grati tude 


Vice President Nixon, report newsmen 
in 
Washington, has declined an invitation to tak e 
part in a television show giving President 
Eisenhower a sendoff next month becau se 
lfe prefers to stay ou t of the pu blic eye. 
We think Mr. Nixon is right in this. It is 
another sign of his extraordinary instinct for 
<|Qing and saying the right thing in his politi­ 
cal role. Bu t it is a reminder to all the People 
who su pported him last November that a pol­ 
itical loser has a lonesome job to perform. 
Not that Mr. Nixon is lonesome as an in­ 
dividu al; anything bu t that. He has no want of 
friends and chances to mak e new ones. His 
l^nesomeness is that of the politician who 
mu st walk alone in politics u ntil the next 
time, if it ever comes. 
It never came again for Adlai E. Stevenson. 
It never came again for Herbert Hoover. In a 
sense, it never came again for Harry Tru man, 
Wjio did not want to try again for the pres- 
iwicy bu t clearly wanted to try for k ey In­ 
flu ence in the party. In that respect. Mr. Tru ­ 
man mu st be aware that Thomas E. 
Dewey 
landed in a mu ch better spot in the Repu bli­ 
can party, where he still has k ey influ ence. 


THERE IS a special k ind of gratitu de owing 
to the loser in a national election And for Vic 
President Nixon there is a special k ind of spe­ 
cial gratitu de, becau se he pu t on the strongest 
possible campaign u nder the heaviest possible 
ffendicap. He was not Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
and the economy was not booming. 
He was Richard M. Nixon, ask ing for the 
privilege of su cceeding the most popu lar vote- 
getter of all tim*. He was a career politician 


who had made many enemies on his way to 
party leadership. He was the proverbial poor 
boy who had made it to the top the hard 
way. The Nixons, man and wife, were the 
American su ccess story. 
The Nixons symbolized and articu lated the 
American dream-land they almost made it to 
the White Hou se, where they wou ld have 
been a 
brilliant and attractive 
image for 
their cou ntrymen. 
President-elect Kennedy 
and his wife will be attractive, too, bu t in a 
different way. To them the White Hou se is 
one more place to live, not mu ch nicer than 
the place* they have lived &l! tihcir lives. 


EVERYTHING u nder the su n will be dealt 
with in the year-end reviews as it always is. 
The national election will get its share of at­ 
tention, along with the slu mp in bu siness and 
the hu mp in u nemployment. 
Mr. Kennedy and his party, having been de­ 
clared winners, will get the credit that proper­ 
ly belongs to the winning side. Bu t this year 
credit belongs to the leader of the losing side. 
No one cheers for a losing presidential can­ 
didate. a losing football team, or a losing race 
horse Bu t the losers mak e the winners look 
goodby extending them to the u tmost. 
Vice President Nixon gave John F. Ken­ 
nedy a ru n for his money and all the money 
that was pu t u p to him. 
Among the ou tstanding events of 1%0, the 
race he almost won and the way he ran it 
wiii be remembered long after other events 
have been hazed over by forgetfu lness. 
Happy New Year to Richard Nixon and his 
loyal and lovely “ru nning mat« ’’—Pat. 


In Behal f cf the Steel Industry 


If the United Steelwork ers Union had been 


as willing to listen to management’s ideas 


for efficient produ ction as it is now to talk 


abou t mak ing more jobs and manu factu ring 


» ore steel, 
the omen 
for 
u nderstanding 
v<ou ld be bright. 


.Bu t su mmer before last, nearly all 
the 


nation's steel indu stry lay idle becau se u nion 


spok esmen refu sed to consider a proposal to 
CC-exaniine work ru les with a view to su g­ 
gesting improvements. That was the centra 
issu e (A the 1959 strik e. 


-Steel management wanted to tighten u p 
tfce efficiency of produ ction to mak e steel 
more competitive with other materials that 
bad been edging in on its mark ets and to cool 
dff red hot competition 
from 
steel 
made 
abroad. 


It proposed nothing drastic—merely a stu dy 
oi existing work ru les. All recommendations 
for change wou ld have had to be screened 
and rescreened before they cou ld have been 
adopted—and then adopted only with u nion 
consent. Bu t the United Steelwoi ers Union 
wou ld have none of it. 
-T he deadlock lasted 116 days. 
m 
m 
THE SETTLEMENT offered no direct as­ 
su rance of management-u nion cooperation to 
tighten u p steel produ ction. 


Its net effect, once steel inventories 
had 
been rebu ilt, was to mak e thou sands of steel 
wu rk rs 
the highest-paid 
u nemployed 
and 
part-time artisans of their k ind in the world. 
T he 
American steel indu stry earned 
the 
right to lead the world becau se it set the 
fastest pace for efficiency. It has continu ed 
to mak e itself so efficient that stiffening for­ 
eign competition can tou ch it only 
throu gh 
payment of low wages. If it had a free rein 
to improve its man-hou r costs in the sam e 
way it has improved its mechanical opera­ 
tion, ¡r wou ld continu e to be u nbeatable. 
Jt]>anu -e wage standards, 
German 
wage 
« su mdatd*, British wage standards and w en 


competition from alu minu m and other m a­ 
terials wou ld not be worrisome. 


This cou ld be done, moreover, withou t hu rt­ 
ing American wage scales. 


Bu t the United Steelwork ers Union wou ld 
not consent to having it discu ssed in connec­ 
tion with its new contract. When the contract 
finally was drawn, there were merely nom­ 
inal reference to the matter—a clau se with 
no effect. 


THE UNION’S spok esman now wants 
to 
talk seriou sly abou t spru cing u p the 
steel 
indu stry and getting more men back to work . 
Management wou ld lik e to do some spru cing 
u p too. bu t it can’t be blamed for think ing 
the u nion is • little late 
in 
showing 
its 
interest. 


If they can get together, it will be better 
late than never. This has been one of Amer. 
ica’s dream s—that in this great cou ntry the 
class w arfare of the Old World cou ld 
be 
chu ck ea and managers and work ers cou ld 
see eye to eye. 


If they were to spend half as mu ch time 
and energy' lick ing their common problems 
as they have spent trying to lick each other, 
the sk y wou ld be the limit for produ ctive ef­ 
ficiency in the United States.

Wou ld the President-elect be there 
to hear what the labor leaders 
wanted? No, he wou ld not. 


THE SESSION, said Meany to 


all his aides, was to discu ss Africa, 
Bu f if the u nion economists wanted 
to throw u p a legislative program, 
ok ay, the 29-man 
high 
cou ncil 
wou ld simply pass a resolu tion. 
Bu t Africa and the big Sino-Soviet 
pu sh there was the thing for the 
day. 
Meany believes that most of the 
Eu ropean u nions have gone soft 
in their fight on the Soviets. He 
had been briefed by the AFL-CIO's 
r ov i n g 
representative, 
Irving 
Biown, late in November, when 
both were in Bru ssels before it 
was riot-torn by Socialist u nions. 
Brown now is in the Cameroons 
—one of the few white men tru sted 
by African leaders. 
There, for example, the Sino- 
Soviet bloc was gu n ru nning for 
the Commu nist u ndergrou nd sec­ 
tion of the Union des Popu lation 
du Cameroon. This is the gu erilla 
and terrorist force now fighting 
against “ou r side."

The Fal ashas

ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia 'API 
—Hidden away in the wilds of 
northern Ethiopia lives a m ysteri. 
ou s tribe who call themselves the 
“ Hou se of Israel,” bu t who speak 
no Hebrew and do not k now the 
meaning of the word Jew. 
Living in a remote and almost 
inaccessible 
mou ntain 
r e g i on 
north of Lak e Tana, these people 
are k nown in Ethiopia as ‘Fala­ 
shas’ bu t often are called “ black 
Jew s.” Their scriptu res are the 
Old Testament and their religiou s 
practices those prescribed in the 
Pentateu ch, the first five book s of 
the Bible. 
They call themselves “Sons of 
Abraham” and “Hou se of Israel" 
and have a priestly system simi­ 
lar to that of primitive Ju daism . 
Does this mean the Falasras 
aj:e a long-lost Hebrew tribe who 
in the dim past went into seclu sion 
in Ethiopia? 
If the Falashas shou ld su ddenly 
decide to emigrate to Israel—as 
have several other Middle Eastern 
Jtw ish commu nities—the state of 
Israel wou ld have to decide offi­ 
cially whether they are Jews. 
So far, the Falashas have shown 
no 
signs of moving 
to 
Israel. 
Probably the great majority of 
the estimated 25,000 “black Jew s" 
are not even aware there is a 
state of Israel today. The Israelis

Here they are 
Case No. 1: In Wyoming, the peo­ 
ple at the election last November 
chose a Repu blican to be United 
States senator for a term of six 
years, bu t he died before he cou ld 
be sworn in this month. Instead of 
providing the people of Wyoming 
with an opportu nity in a special 
election within 60 days to choose 
a su ccessor, the governor, a Dem­ 
ocrat, who had two years more to 
serve in his present office, decid­ 
ed to resign in favor of the Wyom­ 
ing secretary of state, so that he— 
the governor-cou ld be appointed 
to serve as United States senator 
for the next two years. 
Under the laws of the State of 
Wyoming, a senator is not elected 
by the people to fill a vacancy u n­ 
til the next general election, which 
Will be in November 1961. 
Thu s, the majority of the people 
of Wyoming, who elected a Repu b­ 
lican to the United States senate 
in November, have l>een deprived 
of a senator of their own party 
and even of the chance to elect 
one u ntil two years have elapsed. 


CASE NO. 2: In Massachu setts, 
when Sen. John F. Kennedy, Dem­ 
ocrat, with fou r y ea rs more of his 
term to serve, was elected presi­ 
dent of the United States, a Repu b. 
lican governor was elected 
the 
same day. 
Instead of letting the latter ap­ 
point the new senator to fill the 
vacancy, the ou tgoing governor, 
a Democrat, had a conference with 
Mr. Kennedy, in which the latter 
dictated the appointment of his 
crony, Benjamin Smith, who nev­ 
er has been elected to Congress 
or to any statewide office. By re­ 
signing before Jan. 1, Sen. Ken­ 
nedy prevented the new Repu bli­ 
can governor from mak ing the ap. 
pointment. 
This k ind of political maneu ver­ 
ing is not novel bu t it doesn’t erase 
the fact that a su ccessor to Sen. 
Kennedy cannot be voted on by 
tbe people of Massachu setts now 
for two years. When the election 
is held in 1962 , the su ccessfu l can­ 
didate will then serve for ju st 
two years. 
Only in 1964 will there be an 


election for the fu ll six-year term. 
Why aren’t the people of Massa­ 
chu setts given an opportu nity now 
to elect a senator for the fou r years 
remaining in Sen, Kennedy's term? 


CASE NO 3: Sen Lyndon John­ 
son, Democrat, had his nam e in 
two places on the ballot in Texas 
in the election last November. He 
was a candidate for vice presi­ 
dent of the United States and at 
tbe same time a candidate for re- 
eiection to a six-year term as 
United States senator. He won both 
elections. 
Tins type of thing has happened 
once before in another state, bu t, 
aside from the obviou s irregu larity 
in depriving the people of a chance 
to pick a different man in each 
party for two offices, the Texas 
laws do provide for a special elec­ 
tion within 60 to 90 days when 
there is a vacancy in the United 
States senate. 
The time is ripe for a change in 
this anomalou s situ ation. With all 
the talk abou t modifying the Elec­ 
toral College system, it wou ld ap­ 
pear that an even mere u rgent 
need today is to preside a u niform 
system of selecting mem bers of 
the United States Congress. 
This cou ld permit the governor 
to mak e an immediate appoint, 
ment to fill a vacancy bu t the ap­ 
pointee wou ld serve only u ntil a 
special election is held within 60 
days. A senator or representative 
then elected wou ld serve the entire 
rem ainder of the u nexpired term. 


IN ARTICLE 1 of the Constitu ­ 
tion, 
the following is 
provided: 
“ The times, places and manner of 
holding elections for senators and 
representatives shall be prescribed 
in each state by the legislatu re 
thereof; bu t the Congress may at 
any time by law mak e or alter su ch 
regu lations, except as to places 
ol choosing senators.” 
So it wou ld appear that the civil 
rights of the peoples of the variou s 
states, 
particu larly of 
Wyoming 
and Massachu setts, cou ld be re­ 
stored by a simple act of Congress 
pioviding for a special election to 
be held within 60 days to fill 
vacancies 
in 
either 
the 
U.S. 
Hou se of Representatives or the 
U.S. Senate. 
Maybe civil rights shou ld 
be 
changed 
to 
read 
constitu tional 
rights, becau se Congress does have 
the power to taxe action to pre­ 
vent a recu rrence of the three 
cases enu merated above. 
It might tak e a constitu tional 
amendment to insu re that no man 
wou ld be allowed to ru n for two or 
more offices in the same election, 
althou gh the Constitu tion already 
forbids the same individu al from 
holding office simu ltaneou sly 
in 
both the execu tive and the legisla­ 
tive branches of the federal gov* 
ernment.

an official registered letter from 
Hawaii. The letter contains certi­ 
fication that Kennedy is entitled to 
the state’s three electoral votes. 
The final decision — giving Ken­ 
nedy the state by 115 votes—had 
been delayed by a recount. 
The constitution requires Con­ 
gress to meet in joint session to 
formally tally the ballots of the 
state electors. In effect, it makes 
Congress a board of canvassers. 
The electoral vote count session 
is one of the few joint meetings 
over which the vice president pre­ 
sides. Normally, the speaker 
of 
the House presides at joint ses­ 
sions.
